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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 24, 28-29, 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Andrews (4,591 ,341 ). 

Andrews discloses an orthodontic positioner including a shell having a hollow 
cavity with first and second edges shaped to receive and reposition teeth from a first 
orientation to a successive orientation, the shell having at least one protrusion 14 (fig. 1- 
3) disposed along the hollow cavity and at least one additional protrusion disposed 
along the hollow cavity, which protrusions contact a plurality of teeth, wherein 
protrusions each comprise a continuous protrusion. Andrews fails to disclose the 
protrusion being positioned along the edge of the positioner. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to modify 
Andrews by changing the position of the protrusion as desired based on individual 
needs. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/14/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the protrusion is not continuous and is incapable 
of engaging the undercut of the teeth along the gingival margin and areas between 
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teeth. The Examiner disagrees because the protrusion is continuous as clearly seen in 
figure 2. The dictionary defines the term "continuous" as attached together in repeated 
units. Accordingly, the limitation is met. Further, at least portion of the protrusion of 
Andrews (4,591,341) is capable of engaging the undercut of teeth and interdental areas. 
Applicant argues that at the interdental areas between the teeth will prevent the suction 
elements from adhering to the teeth. However, it provides or capable of providing the 
support to hold the device in place. Therefore, the protrusion of Andrews is capable of 
contacting the teeth along the gingival margin and interdental areas between the teeth. 

The examiner suggests incorporating the specific structure of the device as in 
Applicant's figures 15A-B (e.g. continuous solid protrusion) to overcome Andrews.
